The Senate was scheduled to 
start voting later today on a 
controversial measure to au- 
thorize $375,000,000 in loans 
and grants for communities 
long suffering from economic 
distress. Senate leaders hoped 
for final action on the bill 
today. 

Mitchell’s Testimony. 

Mitchell said he felt sure 
most states would take part in 
the proposed extension of un- 
employment compensation 
benefits, even though it would 


not be compusory. 
Senator Paul H. Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, disagreed. He 


produced telegrams from Gov- 
ernors of 19 states to back up 
his point. Fourteen of them 
said state legislative action 
would be necessary for them to 
take part in the program ap- 
proved by the House. 

The House bill would permit 
states to borrow from the Fed- 
eral Government to extend the 
duration of present jobless pay- 
ments as much as 50 per cent. 

Mitchell himself would not 
use the term loan but conceded ' 
@hat the money would have to 
be replaced somehow—by a 
federal tax on employers if the 
states did not repay it 

He said all that would be 
necessary under the bill would 
be for state officials to agree 
to act as agents for the Federal 
Government in paying the ex- 
tended benefits.

Holaday said intensiifed 
search could be expected to 
produce lighter and more ac- 
curate guidance machinery for 
missiles, and propulsion sys- 
tems that would cut logistical 
problems and costs. 

“During the past number of 
years,’ Holaday said “research 
has received too little consider- 
ation and money was available 
only for the development of the 
complete weapons system 
There is a growing realization 
that this method of approach 
will not provide the end re- 
sult we desire.” 

Holaday said the Defense De- 
partment was aware that mis- 
siles had supplanted older 
methods of defense in certain 
areas. Better surface-to-air 
missiles, he said, will take over 
the job of manned interceptor 
aircraft, while air-to-surface 
missiles may eliminate the free 
fall bomb.

(UP)—County, Attorney Elmer 
Scheele read in court today 
parts of a confession by Charles | 
Starkweather that he believes| 
will send the 19-year-old red- 
head to the electric chair. | 

But by the midday break, | 
Scheele had not yet got to the 
description of the killing of 
Robert Jensen, 17, for whose 
murder Starkweathet was on. 
trial. 

The prosecutor also edged 
carefully around those parts 
of the confession in which 
Starkweather described 10 oth- 
er killings during his ride of 
terror with’ Cari] Ann Fu- 
gate, 14. 

It was Caril’s mother’s ob- 
jections to Starkweather going 
with her daughter that touched 
off the killings in January. 

Was Told to Stay Away. 

In his confession, Stark- 
weather said he had always 
got along well with the mother 
until Jan. 21 when she told 
him not to come to the house 
aagin. 

The sections of the confes- 
sion that were read did not 
mention the killings of Caril’s 
mother, stepfather and baby 
sister, but ,they did describe 
their staying at the parents’ 
home for almost a week. The 
bodies were in a shack at the 
rear of the home. 

Starkweather said 


he and 

They 
took a shotgun, a pistol and a 
knife and drove away in Stark- 
weather's car to the home of 
August Meyer, a 70-year-old 
farmer. 

Killing not Mentioned. 

There was no mention of 
Meyer's killing but the con- 
fession went on to tell of tak- 
ing the farmer’s rifle and a 
straw cowboy hat. Meyer was 
killed by a shotgun blast. 

As the court recessed. 
Scheele was reading the ser- 
tion describing Starkweather 
and Cari] looking at the storm 
cave in the yard of an aban- 
doned school where Jensen and 
his girl friend, Carol King, 
were killed 

The confession was one of 
the last pieces of evidence 
against Starkweather, and the 
state was expected to rest its 
casé today. 

It was disclosed yesterday 
that the Fugate girl has writ- 
ten in a letter that she killed 
her own mother at the outset 
of thelr two-state murder 
spree. 


MILWAUKEE LABOR LEADER 
RESENTENCED ON RED OATH 


CHICAGO, May 13 (AP) — 
James J. Killian. former Mil- 
waukee labor leader. was sen- 
tenced today to five vears in 
prison for falsely denying in an 
NLRB affidavit that he ever 
was a Communist. 

He was convicted and sen- 
tenced to the same term in 
December 1956 but the United 
States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals ordered a new trial last 
Aug. 21. The appeals court 
held he was entitled to see any 
material the FBI might have 
on him. 

In passing sentence, United 
States District Judge Win G. 
Knoch said 


“The Court hoped to find 
something in the case allowing 
it to be more lenient, but the 


Court has been unable to find 
that. There is no disposition 
on the part of the defendant 
to take a different position 
than he has taken all along 
Some people eventually see the 
light and hecome remorseful. 
giving the Court the belief the 
defendant will adjust his life 
The Court can see no change 
in this defendant.” 


Killian’s attorney, David 
Rothstein, said he would 
appeal. 


CURBS ON COURT LIKENED

CHICAGO, May 13 ‘(AP)— 
The head of the American Bar 
Association said last night shat 
curbing the United States Su- 
preme Court is like doing away 
with a home plate umpire be- 
cause his decisions anger base- 
ball fans. 

Charles S. Rhyne, president 
of the 200,000-member A.B.A.., 
opposed the Jenner bill in an 
address at the Founder's day 
banquet of the Delta Theta Phi 
legal fraternity. 

The bill introduced by Sen- 
ator William E. Jenner (Rep.), 
Indiana, would limit jurisdic- 
tion of the high court. The 
Senate Judiciary Committee re- 
cently reported favorably on 
the bill, which means it now 
can be acted on by the Senate. 

Rhyne said the bill is “un- 
wise and unsound” and that it 
has an inherent fault—its “‘fail- 
ure to distinguish between de- 
cisions and the mechanism of 
decision.” .

AS a 
mother I am not willing that my 
children’s and  grandchildren’s 
lives should be ruined to save 
mine. 

We will not have to go to Mars 
to see the enormous-headed four- 
armed man of science fiction. We 
can grow our own mutations with 
the radiation which is already 
contaminating our air Dr 
Schweitzer says, “A large part of 
the radioactive elements flung up 
in the atmosphere and strato- 
ephere at the nuclear experiments 
is still there. It will come down 
only after several years—prob- 
ably about 15.” Which means 
that we are still getting fallout 
from our first test at New Mex- 
ico and the bombs we let fall on 
Japan. 

Who has the authority in this 
country to stop testing? The De- 
fense Department? They show 
no inclination ever to stop test- 
ing. Their job is defending this 
generation. Practically without 
exception they will all be dead in 
the next 20 years of the usual 
causes, knowing they have done 
their jobs perfectly if there has 
been no atomic war in that time.

Buying Gimmick

To get the’ reciprocal trade extension bill 
through Congress , in acceptable form, the 
strongest possible appeal from the White 
House may be necessary. Storm signals have 
been going up from tbe House Ways and 
Means Committee. Its chairman, Wilbur D. 
MilJs, Arkansas Democrat, is trying to get the 
legislation out of committee this week, and to 
the House floor as soon thereafter as possible. 

Even some of the most ardent backers of 
international trade on the committee fear it 
will not abide by President Eisenhower's re- 
quest for a five-year extension of the policy 
inaugurated almost a quarter of a century 
ago. And they fear even more emasculating 
Changes from the floor.

Members sympathetic to the measure are 
under heavy Pera from industries and 
workers afraid of being hurt by imports. 
This has been heightened by the recession. 
These members know that two-way trade is 
the strongest bond between the United States 
and its friends abroad. They point to Vice 
President Nixon’s unpleasant experiences in 
Latin America as evidence that some of these 
already have been too much neglected. Rais- 
ing tariff walls would make matters worse. 
In effect, it would be exporting the American 
recession. And it is a grave question how 
much damage would be done to political and 
military connections by weakening economic 
connections. 


Higher tariffs to “protect” home industries, 
unfortunately, have been traditionally adopted 
by the United States under economic stress. 
Such was the origin of the Smoot-Hawley tar- 
iffs. Since such barriers tend to reduce Amer- 
ican sales abroad far beyond any short-range 
advantage of higher duties, the policy is self- 
defeating, But tariff legislation all too often 
is a case of losing sight of the forest because 
of the trees. Individual firms and industries, 
preoccupied with their own plight, fail to see 
that the threats to international commerce 
are threats te the general economy and, there- 
fore, also to them. 


Here is the opportunity for the White 
House and for the Democratic leadership, too. 
A careful explanation of the situation might 
prevent more than one vote against the bill. 
In addition to stressing the importance of 
trade, the Administration should explain that 
it is reluctant to accept changes in the legis- 
lation because of concessions already made. 
For example, the bill would allow the Presi- 
dent, under certain circumstances, to raise 
tariffs 50 per cent above the all-time high of 
Smoot-Hawley. This provision was accepted 
most reluctantly by advocates of reciprocal 
trade.

The Administration already has offered a 
sort of Branhan plan for metals under which 
mining interests would be paid subsidies as 
an offset to low world market prices. This, 
however, seems to have done little to placate 
the protectionists. 

The real hope for the bill lies in a full un- 
derstanding of its importance by members of 
Congress and their constituents. Interna- 
tional friendship and international prosperity 
depend on international trade to a greater 
extent than some Americans apparently real- 
ize. Whatever passing gain an individual in- 
dustry might derive from higher tariffs would 
be more than offset by general declines at 
home and abroad. That must be made clear 
if this vital legislation is to go through Con- 
gress without being reduced to the verge of 
ineffectiveness.

Now for Public Hearings 

St. Louis County’s Board of Education 
is now in possession of an extremely attractive 
plan for school .district reorganization, and 
the question is: What does the Board intend 
doing with it? 

As drafted by Dr. Edgar C. Miller, assistant 
principal of Fairview High School, the plan 
would consolidate the caunty’s 29 school dis- 
tricts into five strong ones. This reorganiza- 
tion would tend to equalize educational op- 
portunities throughout the county, create dis- 
tricts large enough to justify a complete edu- 
cational program and provide sufficient bond- 
ing capacity to meet building needs. 

Another important factor is that the dis- 
tricts as they are now constituted are an un- 
necessarily onerous burden on many taxpay- 
ers. Because of the uneven distribution 
of taxable property throughout the county, 
some districts are forced to levy extremely 
high school tax rates; others enjoy substantial 
income from relatively low rates. 

This need not be, and it is the County 
Board's sworn duty to recommend changes. 
The County Board has no schools to super- 
vise. Its sole responsibility under the law is 
to propose school district reorganizations to 
the voters. Unfortunately, however, since 
its six members are elected by the 180 mem- 


bers of the school district boards, and not by

The Administration plan would

Arthur Radford, a for- 
mer chairman of the Joint Chiefs and now re- 
tired, as a witness, he asked him about the 
Secretary's authority. Explaining that the 
present law provides the Secretary shall have 
“direction, authority and control” over the 
services, Mr. Vinson asked: “Do you see any- 
thing cloudy about that language?” 


Adm. Radford replied: “No, but I assure 
you that in my four years as chairman I found 
plenty of other people who could argue about 
it.” He added that he once had challenged 
the authority of Secretary Louis Johnson. * 


That gets to the heart of the matter. Mem- 
bers of the hostile Armed Services Committee 
have contended that Secretary McPiroy has 
all the authority he needs to accomplish all 
the reforms that the committee believes are 
legitimate. But ample evidence has been ad- 
duced that there is a cloud over much of the 
Secretary's power. That cloud should go. 


Secretary McElroy put the matter well 
when he testified that at present “any decision 
by the Defense Se¢retary which is not pop- 
ular with a service can be challenged. We 
want the removal of shadow areas on my au- 
thority.” 

In addition to testimony favoring reforms 
in research and development, there is the 
present example of the Jupiter-Thor crisis. 
Under Mr. Eisenhower's program there would 
be little chance of further such muddles. 


As for chain of command, the array of wit- 
nesses who approved this part of the reform 
bill was quite impressive: Adm. Radford, Gen. 
Omar Bradley, Air Force Chief of Staff Thom- 
as White and the Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs, Gen. Nathan Twining. 


We hope the entire Congress, which will 
pass upon the watered-down bill that the 
Vinson Committee is writing this week, will 
support the Eisenhower.reform plan. Without 
the proper machinery for making decisions in 
the Pentagon, the best weapons systems and 
the best fighting men are not good enough.

From Agreement to Cipher 


The Eisenhower Administration has re- 
duced the atomic power program which had 
been agreed upon by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and the Congressional Joint Commit- 
tee on Atomic Energy to about as near nothing 
as possible. 

The plutonium-producing reactor, needed 
for national defense, has been thrown out. 
The natural-uranium reactor, needed for the 
building up of an export market, has been 
cast aside. Of the critical projects only the 
gas-cooled reactor has been left in, and even 
there the President is determined to do 
nothing unless private business does some- 
thing first. 

The gas-cooled reactor, which the AEC has 
long opposed and the Joint Committee has 
long advocated, is attractive to many other 
countries and to publicly-owned power sys- 
tems. The coolant is cheap and convenient; 
and the low fuel costs outweigh the high 
capital costs for distribution systems with low 
fixed charges. , 

The Democratic majority on the Joint Com- 
mittee, and all others who believe the United 
States should play a dynamic rather than a 
passive role in the world’s development of 
atomic energy, have hardly any alternative 
now to joining battle. What the agreement 
failed to do, a bill may yet do. When that bill 
comes up, it will be interesting to see what 
the AEC does about it. Can it in good con- 
science oppose as a bill what it had accepted

TVA: Birthday for a Tamed’ River 


Tennessee Valley Authority, 25 Years Old, Is Mighty Monument to Public Welfare

The taming of that tiger known as 
the Tennessee river is a feat border- 
ing on the incredible. Thirty years 
ago, if a farmer had been told that 
his desolate, swampy acres would be 
replaced by broad lakes, with motor- 
boats, sailboats, good fishing, fine 
hotels and motels, and stacks of tour- 
ist money, he ‘would have pitied the 
prophet as insane. 

But all of that prediction has come 
true, and more. TVA—the Tennes- 
see Valley Author- 
ity — will be 25 
years old May 18. 
Foreign visitors 
by the thousands 
come to inspect 
the marvel of sci- 
ence, even though 
TVA’s proprietor, 
the Federal Gov- 
ernment, does not encourage them. 
This mighty river, nourished by 60 
inches of rainfall in the southern 
Appalachians, has been trained to 
bring electricity, factories, home com- 
forts, sports and fun to millions. 


The river system drains a region 
as big as the state of Ohio—40,000 
square miles. Even the most bitter 
foe of TVA would hardly deny the 
millions of inhabitants of the valley 
live a better life than before. 


The Tennessee was a “natural” for 
harnessing. The earliest rivermen 
called the Alabama rapids Mussel 
Shoals or Muscle Shoals. Some were 
thinking of mollusks, perhaps, and 
others of the hard work in paddling 
the turbulent waters. The Govern- 
ment made it “Muscle” in 1892. 


Within a few years Congress au- 
thorized private development of the 
shoals site, and one utilities firm 
put in a claim. The short-sighted 
executives of this company, instead 
of starting construction, 
lengthily against being forced to pay 
for the privjlege. At last President 
Theodore Roosevelt, in 1903, settled 
the matter by vetoing the private 
development bill. 

“When the Government is called 
upon to develop streams by building 
dams, it should sell the power to 
help pay the expense,” he declared, 
and thereupon vetoed other bills 
which would give hydropower sites

Roosevelt’s first inauguration, in 
1933, TVA was created. The first 
board consisted of Chairman A. E. 
Morgan, Dr. Harcourt A. Morgan and 
David E. Lilienthal, who was from 
Wisconsin, and soon a modest task 
force of 45 men was on the job. The 
first big task was the designing and 
construction of Norris dam, near 
Knoxville, Tenn. It was completed 
in 1936, and Norris, the unwavering 
warrior, on hand to see what 
he had wrought. He died eight 
years later, at 83. 

Since then 29 additional major 
dams have been built along the Ten- 
nessee and have changed the valley 
remarkably. Before TVA, only three

One of the most startling develop- 
ments in TVA, and quite~an unfore- 
seen one, has been fishing and other 
recreation. Thousands of farmers 
have now become boatmen and re- 
sort keepers. Thirty shining lakes 
have been created. 

Under the TVA impetus, the valley, 
which formerly was a badly de- 
pressed region of the nation, is 
sharing the benefits of the booming 
economy of the whole South. Many 
private business firms have been 
encouraged to start up, for TVA 
supplies power to communities in 
which 5,000,000 people live. 

Fertilizers discovered and pre- 
pared in TVA laboratories are avail- 
able to the nation’s farmers on a 
nonprofit basis. Libraries, originally 
set up.for TVA camps and construc- 
tion crews, have now been turned 
over to cities and states, which have 
expanded them. 

TVA has strengthened the nation’s 
defenses mightily. Oak Ridge, in 
eastern Tennessee, was selected for 
the early mysterious atomic experi- 
ments because of the almost limit- 
less power required. 

The private utilities have fought 

TVA resolutely from its beginning. 
For years the opposition was led by 
the late Wendell L. Willkie, who was 
head of a utility holding corporation 
before he ran for the presidency in 
1940. 
The ill-advised Dixon-Yates plan 
to move into the TVA preserves is 
well recalled. President Eisenhower, 
in 1953, referred to TVA as an ex- 
ample of “creeping Socialism.” The 
next year he did not reappoint the 
TVA board chairman, Gordon Clapp. 
Clapp had served TVA in ever bigger 
jobs for 20 years.

The theory that multiple 
sclerosis represents an allergic 


response of a person to his own 


damaged nervous tissues ap- 
pears to have some experi- 
mental support, Dr. Louis L. 
Tureen of the St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Medicine said 
last night. 

Dr. Tureen, associate pro- 
fessor of clinical neurology and 
psychiatry, spoke at a faculty 
seminar at Firmin Desloge 


Hospital. He reported on a

rological Sciences held in Bel- 
gium last August. 

The symposium, 
Tureen attended, 
causes of diseases 
stroy the sheath surrounding 
nervous tissue. Multiple scle- 
rosis is a common form of this 
disease. 

Dr. Tureen said that in ner 
vous disorders following the 
Pasteur treatment against rab- 
ies there are many features 
comparable to those seen in 
multiple sclerosis. Such disor- 
ders, he said, occur in one of 
every 1000 rabies cases treated 

Recent studies, he said, are 
resulting in the successful iso- 
lation of chemical elements or 
nervous and bact¢rial tissues 
which are responsible for the 
allergic or sensitizing reactions. 

“Research has shown,” he 
said, “that changes in the finer 
blood vessels in the brain and 
spinal cord play a part in pro-

to Russia, in a chauffeur-driven limousine to give the 

Russian people a close-up look at a “bloated American 
plutocrat.” 


A WESTERNER driving from Paris to Russia has the 


Germany, Poznan, Poland, Warsaw and on to the Russian 

“ border town of Brest. Or he can drive through West Ger- 
sscay, Yienna, Austria, Brno in Czechoslovakia, Cracow, 
Poland, Warsaw and then to Brest. After weighing the ad- 
vantages of both routes, we chose the second one, mainly 
because it would give us an opportunity to pass by Demel’s 
in Vienna, the greatest pastry shop in the world. 

Before leaving Paris, we had applied for transit: visas 
for Czechoslovakia and Poland and were granted them for 
48 hours in each country. We also applied for a 48-hour 
visa for Demel’s. It was finally granted and they stamped 
a Sacher torte in our passport. 

Vienna was our last contact with the free world as we 
know it. We packed in as much boiled beef, wiener- 
schnitzel, schlag, palatschinken and lebernodels as our fuel 
tanks would hold, kissed Yul Brynner (who was making a 
film there) on the head, and shook hands with all the em- 
ployes at the Imperial Hotel. They seemed so happy, not 
because we were going to Russia, but because they weren't. 


Our car had been checked, oiled, washed and 
its tires filled, for the last time, with “free West- 
ern” air, and it had its last drink of 90-octane gas- 
oline. For the next three weeks, it would be run- 
ning on 74-octane. It shuddered every time we 
mentioned it. The Austrians couldn’t understand 
why any one with a new American car would want 
to go east, and every time we stopped to ask the 
direction to the Czech border they kept pointing 
the way back to Vienna. 


On April 3, 1958, at 1:30 p.m. we reached the Austrian- 
Czech border. The Austrian border guard gave us one last 
chance to change our minds, but, when we insisted we 
really did want to go to Russi&, he stamped our passports, 
lifted the barrier and said the Czech border was straight 
ahead. 

“You can’t miss it. It’s the first watchtower, behind 
the second machine gun, between two large mine fields 
on the left.” 


WE WAVED GOODBY and crossed no-man’'s land. A 
Czech guard in the watchtower came scrambling down the 
ladder and rushed up to us with a machine gun. He also 
thought we had made a mistake and kept pointing back to 
the Austrian border. We kept pointing the other way and 
finally he shrugged his shoulders and told us to go on. We 
came to other barriers, another watchtower, some more 
barbed wire and finally the custom shed. We were in 
Mikulov. 

The customs inspectors came out and stared at the 
car. They insisted the first thing we do was open the hood. 
Not because we were suspected of smuggling anything, but

because they were just curious to see the motor. We found 
the same thing happening all along the way. Police and 
customs officials always made us open the hood to cheek 
the motor of the Imperial. 

The Mikulov customs were amazed at the amount of 
foodstuffs and liquor we ware carrying in the trunk. Peter 
Stone, our traveling companion, insisted they were CARE 
packages for Marshal Zhukov, the recently “retired” Rus- 
sian officer, and the officials did not charge us any duty. 


An hour later we were on our way to Brno, 
the capital of Moravia.. Brno is a very nice city, 
but we didn’t get a chance to spend much time 
there. Crowds gathered around the Imperial and 
we collected lots of fingerprints which we sent on 
to the FBI. There are many towns in Czecho- 
slovakia without vowels, but Brno is the Irgest 
one of thm all. We gssed up and wre advsed to 
stp at Olomouc for the nght. It was hrd to lve 
since we wre srrounded by hndreds of Brno citi- 
zens. But we were glad to get on the road where 
we could use vowels again. 


Olomouc is the second largest city in Moravia. It has 
a population of 70,000 people. When we drove up to the 
Hotel Narodni Dum, 69,678 of them gathered around the 
car. Unfortunately, the Narodni Dum is located on a street 
with trolley tracks and there were so many people around 
the car that all traffic and trolleys were blocked. 


THE PEOPLE wouldn't get out of the way, and police 
in uniform arrived and tried to disperse them. But they 
didn’t succeed, so they sent for the secret police in civilian 
clothes. The chief, in a black leather jacket, told us to 
move the car to a garage. We told John, our chauffeur, to 
find a garage, and he drove away from the hotel. 

In the meantime, the crowd surrounded us and our 
baggage. A few people spoke English and translated for 
the others. The people of Olomouc had hundreds of ques- 
tions they wanted to ask about the United States. Some 
had relatives there and wanted to know if we knew them. 
Others wanted to know what we were going te do about 
the Ku-Klux Klan “in the Rocky Mountains.” They appar- 
ently had the Rocky Mountains and Little Rock confused. 


One student had another problem on his mind. 
“Why is it that Tokyo is bigger than New York?” 

We denied it, but he had the statistics in his 
pocket. He showed them to the crowd and they 
agreed it was so. 

We had no figures of our own, so we admitted . 
it was possible it was true. 

The student asked: “Well, what are you going 
te do about it?” 

Peter said we couldn't do anything about it 
until we got back from Russia. 


In the meantime, John and the car had returned. No 
garage in town would take the car because there was no 
room. The street was again blocked. 


FINALLY, an inspector for the tramways, who was 
never going to make his norm for the day, because of the 
jamup, took John to a garage. He ordered the garage man- 


vere every night for five years and put the Chrysler in 
its place. 

We broke away from the crowd and checked in at the 
hotel, Later on, after dinner at the hotel, we went to a 
night club. We had only been there two minutes when 
the doorman came to our table and said there was a tele- 
phone call for us. 

We went to the lobby, but, instead of a telephone call, 
there were two policemen waiting to speak to us. They/ 
weren't selling tickets to a welfare ball.

NEW YORK, May 13 (AP). 

YOU MAY THINK there's 
something wrong with your 
neighbor's head — but the

“Nine out of 10 Americans 
have foot trouble, but most 
don't do anything about it,” 


said Dr. Joseph Lelyveld of 
Rockland, Mass. 
“And American children 


have more foot defects now 
than a generation ago. Their 
feet aren't in as good condition 
as the feet of European chil- 
dren. 

“Today 85 per cent of our 
girls and 65 per cent of our 
boys have foot defects by the 


. time they leave high school.” 


To Dr. Lelyveld, a podia- 
trist renowned as the found- 
er of the National Foot 
Health Council and inventor 
of the phrase “athiete’s 
foot,” this is eminently dis- 
turbing. 

“All But about 15 per cent 
of adult foot defects are 
unnecessary,” he observed. 
“They could have been pre- 
vented in childhood.” 

Dr. Lelyvela, who helped de- 
sign shoes for,the Dionne quin- 
tuplets and s advised Eu- 
ropean royalty on pedal prob- 
lems, has a°mind full of odd 
historical footnotes. 

“Napoleon had bad feet,” he 
said. “Hitler had sith terrible 
feet some psychiatrists think 
they may have been a factor 
behind some of his atrocities. 

“Abraham Lincoln had 
trouble with his feet—they

Need for World Trade 


NEW YORK, May 13. 

I CAME ACROSS the other day a statement made by 
the American Bankers’ Association in favor of a five-year 
renewal of the reciprocal trade act. It said in part: 

“It would be fallacious and dangerous for us to try to 
stimulate economic recovery in the United States. By cre- 
ating greater restrictions on the entry of products from 
abroad. Such restrictions would serve to increase the im- 
pact of the current recession on other nations of the free 
world and to depress further the demand for products of 
our own export industries. 

“By broadening the market for our own products and 
stimulating world trade in general, We can make an im- 
portant contribution to the economic well-being bot of the 
United States and the entire world.” 


And in the Rockefeller Brothers Fund report 
en economic growth, which was released in April, 
the group had this to say: “We strongly recom- 
mend the continuance of reciprocal trade policy, 
administered so as to promote gradual and selec- 
tive tariff reductions—an expanding volume of 
trade can make a most significant contribution to 
our general economic growth.” 


Undoubtedly some of our industrialists find it hard. to 
agree with these decisions, made on the over-all economic 
basis, because their particular business finds {t difficult to 
meet competition from some areas of the world. 

This is almost inevitable. But it has come to my at- 
tention, though I have not been able to verify it, that one 
of our difficulties is that in some cases we have been 
growing lax in keeping up our industrial machine. This is 
an area in which we always have been careful to keep 
ahead, for in doing so we managed to give our workers 
better pay and better conditions and still compete in for- 
eign markets. 

Of course, it is also true that in some cases we ac- 
cepted lower profits in foreign markets. It may well be 
that. to keep up the volume of sales, at some point there 
will have to be a revision of the return on money invested 
and a readjustment of executive and management costs, 
which at times seem out of«proportion to the amount that 
the workers gets from his labors. 


It seems to me today, however, that the free 
trade unions have a great responsibility to work as 
they have never worked before to bring about 
higher standards of pay and working conditions 
for their fellow workers in other areas of the 
world, since they will not be able to keep up their 
own standards in this country unless the stand- 
ards in competing areas of the world rise propor- 
tionately. 


I have great sympathy with those who do not want to 
see a tax cut at the present time because it doesn't seem 
to be the way to meet the recession. 

In the war days ways were found to stimulate greater 
production. I wonder if there could not be incentives now 
for the investment of capital in new businesses, creating 
new jobs somewhat along the pattern used in the war 
emergency. This concerns not only the workers but also 
the industrialists, since the well-being of both is essential 
to a sound business situation in this country,

one who did.

Dr. Spaulding, a familiar 
campus figure with his white 
beard, his beret clamped jaunt- 
ily on wispy hair, a walking 
stick in his hand and a book- 
laden green satchel over his 
shoulder, retired for the first 
time nine years ago. But at 
70, he wasn’t ready to quit. 
He still isn’t, even at 79. 

So the tall, erect professor, 
his step slowed just a little 
but his spirits still irrepres- 
sible, will close his class books 
once again, wave an affection-

So I decided to go back and 
in 1903 received my law de- 
gree with distinction.” 


You caught no echo of brag- 


gadocio in his recital. He was 
marshaling facts, objective 
facts, sorting them from the 


file cabinet of his brain as 
though building a legal case. 

“When I went back for my 
S.J.D. degree in 1923, the sec- 
retary of the school fished out 
the records which showed 
that for that first year I had 
averaged seven points above 
A: the second vear, three 
points above A; the third, one 
point above A. The dean of 
the Divinity Schoo] later told 
me he understood I came out 
‘about second’ in the class.” 

Then Dr. Spaulding paused 
and a little grin softened his 
face. 

“He said ‘about’ second.’ 
That could have meant first, 
you know.” 

But in law, as in the rest of 
the world, smart guys don't 
always stay in first place. We 
were coming to the rocky part 
of the path 

After working as a legal 
clerk and neophyte lawyer in 
two New York firms—leaving 
the second as the result of a 
misunderstanding — he opened 
his own law office in Minne- 
apolis. Success didn't come to 
him. In 1914, he was a visiting 
professor at Stanford Univers- 
ity, but, to his regret, wasn't 
invited back. 

“Now,” he said, “comes a, 
part of my life that I'm not 
proud of. I had been reading 
mystic books and had become 
a follower of the men who 
followed this philosophy. That 
lasted for two years, but then 
it busted up for me.” 

He went to the Pacific 
Coast and became a salesman. 
It was just another unhappy 
detour. 

“Back in New York, I heard 
of an opening on the faculty 
of George Washington Univer- 
sity. 1 had some of the family 
silver and had already pawned 
that. But I didn’t have the 
money to get to Washington. 

“So 1 went to work as a 
salesman for the Book of 
Knowledge. I sold one set, and 
that was enough.” 

Once in Washington, he got 
the job and stayed at George 
Washington for 29 years, serv- 


ing intermittently as acting 
dean. He retired in 1949, 
taught briefly at Loulsiana 


State University and came to 
St. Louis University in 1950 

Here, the legend began to 
grow. But a legend can't be 
put into words by its creator. 
The telling is for others 

With considerable amuse- 
ment, they recall the time he 
went to a restaurant with his 
colleagues and asked the wait- 
ress what kinds of pie were 
on the menu. 

“Apple, cherry, chocolate and 
coconut.” 

“Fine,” said the professor,

They remember, too, the bus
